During the quarter ended 3lst March last, there were registered in the Irish 
Free State, comprising 6419 Registrars’ Districts, 14,890 Births, equivalent to 
an annual rate of 18-8 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 13,719 Deaths, 
affording an annual rate of 17-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population (exclusive 
of British military) in the middle of 1922, viz., 3,160,000 persons. 


In England and Wales for the quarter, the Births registered numbered 207,573, 
being equal to an annual rate of 22-2 per 1,000 of the population,the Deaths amounting 
to 165,467, affording a rate of 17-7 per 1,000. 





2 Marriages, Births, and Deaths. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of Marriages registered in the Irish Free State during the 
fourth quarter of 1921 was 3,362, equivalent to an annual rate of 4-2 per 1,000 of 
the estimated population, this rate being 0-2 below that for the corresponding 
quarter of 1920, and 0-2 below the average for the fourth quarter of the preceding 
ten years. Of the total number of Marriages 3,060 (or 4:3 per 1,000 of the estimated 
Roman Catholic population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 302 related to 
persons belonging to all other denominations, representing 3-6 per 1,000 of the 
population other than Roman Catholics. The marriage rate among Roman Catholics 
is 0-1 below and that relating to all other denominations is 0-7 below the average 
for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1911-20. 

Of 23,229 Marriages registered in the whole of Ireland during the year 1921, 6,149 
(4,380 Roman Catholic, 1,769 other) were registered in the first quarter, 5,628 (4,027 
Roman Catholic, 1,601 other) in the second quarter, 6,235 (4,187 Roman Catholic, — 
2,048 other) in the third quarter, and 5,217 marriages (8,599 Roman Catholic, 
1,618 other) in the fourth quarter of the year. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered in the Free State (14,890) during the quarter ended 
3lst March last 7,791 were boys and 7,099 girls, the total being equivalent to an 
annual rate of 18-8 per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 2-7 below the 
average for the first quarter of the preceding ten years-and 0-5 below that for the 
first quarter ot 1921. 

DEATHS. 

The Deaths registered during the quarter, numbering 13,719, of which 6,875 were 
of males and 6,844 of females, are equivalent to an annual rate of 17.4 per 1,000 of the 
population, being 1-9 under the average for the first quarter of the preceding de- 
cennium, but 1-3 above that for the first quarter of the year 1921. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The following statement gives particulars regarding Deaths registered in the 
Free State from the undermentioned causes for the first quarter of 1922, and for each 
of the eight preceding quarters, also averages for the first quarter of the five years 
1917-21.

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AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 13,719 deaths registered during the quarter, 1,166 or 8-5 per cent. were 
those of infants under one year of age; and 6,206 or 45-2 per cent. were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to 
78 per 1,000 births registered as compared with 69 for the fourth quarter of 1921, 
79 for the third and 57 for the second qtarter.

INQUESTS. 


There were 174 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 79 of the total deaths registered. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


_ Of the 13,719 deaths registered 3,241, or 23-6 per cent. occurred in public 
institutions. 
UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 


The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 3,700, or 27-0 per cent of 
the 13,719 deaths registered during the quarter, were uncertified, there having been 
no medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION. 


As returned by the Registrars the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 3lst March last was 2,291.

PARTICULARS OF URBAN DISTRICTS, 
INCLUDING 


QUARTERLY SUMMARY OF THE WEEKLY RETURNS OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS IN TWELVE 
OF THE PRINCIPAL TOwN DISTRICTS. 


Table II., page 9 gives separate information for the Urban Districts. This 
tables also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from Table I. 
of the Weekly Returns. It will be observed from Table II. that the Birth rate relating 
to the quarter under review for the entire urban districts,which contain twenty-seven 
per cent. of the population of the Free State, was 24:5 per 1,000 of the population, 
and that the birth rate for the remainder of the Free State was 16-9 per 1,000. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas during the quarter was 21-8 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of the Free State the corresponding rate was 15-9 per 1,000. 


The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during the 
quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 1-1 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death-rate from these diseases for the remainder of the Free 
State being 0:4 per 1,000 of the population. 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II., the annual rate, represented by the deaths from 
all causes registered during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eleven 
of the principal urban districts of the Free State (exclusive of deaths in public 
institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 22-9 per 1,000 ot 
the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :—Sligo, 14-7; Tralee, 15-1 ; Clonmel, 15-7 ; 
Drogheda, 17-6; Waterford, 17:8; Galway, 18-4; Dundalk, 19-5; Dublin, Regis- 
tration Area, 23-0; Wexford, 23-2; Kilkenny, 24-0; Cork, 27-3 ; and Limerick, 27-5. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* 
in the 12 districts was 1-3 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
three of the districts to 2:0 in Limerick, the 265 deaths from all causes for that dis- 
trict, including one from enteric fever, 2 from scarlet fever, 11 from diphtheria, 
5 from diarrhoeal diseases, and 50 from influenza. ‘The 523 deaths from all causes 
for Cork include one from enteric fever, 12 from diphtheria, 2 from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years of age, and 35 from influenza. | 


* Enteric fever, typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentry, and 
diarrhoeal diseases. 


4. Births and Deaths in Urban Districts. 


PULMONARY 'TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 2-16 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 2-15 per 1,000; 
and for the urban districts collectively (not including Dublin Registration Area), 
it was 2-19. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BrrtHs.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dun Laoghaire, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended Saturday, 
Ist April, 1922, 2,856 births—1,514 boys and 1,342 girls—being equal to an annual 
rate of 26:8 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The number of births recorded for the city was 2,213, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27-1 in every 1,000 of the population ; for the urban districts named above, 
449, equal to an annual rate of 18-0 in every 1,000 of the population ; and there 
were 194 births in institutions relating to persons admitted from localities outside 
the Dublin Registration Area. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (176) referred to localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 2,457, were equivalent to 
an annual rate of 23-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the average rate for 
the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 24-2. The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 2,633— 
1,287 males and 1,346 females—affording an annual ratio of 24-7 in every 1,000 of 
the estimated population, as compared with 25-9 per 1,000 for the first quarter of 
the ten years, 1912-1921. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the city of Dublin was 1,982, equivalent 
to a rate of 24-2 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 475, being equal 
to an annual death-rate of 19-0 in every 1,000. 


The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the prin- 
cipal causes registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter (13 
weeks) ended Ist April, 1922, as compared with the average for the first quarter of 
the}five years, 1917-21. |

From Table III., page 12 it will be seen that the annual rate represented by 
the mortality from the principal epidemic diseasest in the Dublin Registration 
Area was 1-5 per 1,000, that in the City it was 1.8, and in the urban districts 0-6, 
the rates for the several districts varying from 0-0 in each of Clontart and Howth 
No. 1, part of, Blackrock and Dun Laoghaire to 3-3 for North City, No. 1 East, 
the 202 deaths from all causes for that district, including one from enteric fever, 16 
trom measles, and 9 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 

* The death-rates referring to the several Dublin districts have been calculated on the mortality for the 
respective districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities

AcEs.—Of the 2,633 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area during the quarter, 702 were under five years of age, including 376 infants 
under 1 year of age, the latter representing a rate of 132 per 1,000 births registered. 
The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an annual mortality 
of 68-6 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census of 1911), the 
deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 4-4 
per 1,000 persons at that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were 
equivalent to an annual rate of 6-9 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being 
equal to an annual mortality of 19-1 per 1,000 of the population at that age period 
(according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 45 the rate was 12-4; 
for those between 45 and 65 it was 41-1; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 103-8, and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death rate 
was 204-6 per 1,000. The deaths ot 18 persons (2 males and 16 females) aged 90 years 
and upwards were registered. 


PusLic INsTITUTIONS.—Of the 2,633 deaths recorded during the quarter, 
1,081, or 41-1 per cent. occurred in public institutions, viz., 695 in the various hospitals 
prisons and lunatic asylums, 377 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 9 (those of 
persons admitted from wfthin the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended Ist April, 1922, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 22-7 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate 
was 30-2 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 21-8 per 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 19-7 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 27-8 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edin- 
burgh the annual rate was 23-3 per 1,000.

METEOROLOGY 


fhe mean temperature for thirteen weeks ended Ist April, 1922, deduced from 
the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix 
Park, was 41-5° ; at Greenwich it was 41-3°; at Glasgow, 39-5°; and at Edinburgh 
38:2°. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 5-75 inches; at 
Greenwich it was 5:48 inches; ‘at Glasgow, 8-83 inches, and at Edinburgh, 4:84 
inches. 


The following information has been furnished by the Director of the Meteoro- 
logical Office, London :— 
JANUARY. 


The month was changeable and, on the whole, rather wet ; there were very few 
days on which rain did not fall. At Valencia Observatory the rainfall exceeded the 
normal by 40 mm. During most of the month wind varied between south and west, 
occasionally ‘going round to northwest, but towards the end of the month (with 
the exception of the last few days) winds were mainly easterly and temperature 
rather low. Sunshine was about normal or slightly above normal. 


FEBRUARY. 


Except for a few days at the beginning of the month the weather was influenced 
by Atlantic depressions with rather strong winds from between south and west. 
Rainfall was decidedly above the average. At Markree Castle the fall exceeded the 
normal by 67 mm. Very little snow fell. The average temperature was about 2°F 


above the normal: the highest temperature reached was 59°F, which occurred in 


Dublin on the 24th. 


6 Meteorology. 
MARCH. 


During the first week of March strong south-westerly winds prevailed with very 
unsettled weather. From the 10th to the 22nd the weather was generally fair and 
dry, but, on the whole, rather cold. During the last week the weather was changeable 
and rather cold, ending with a day of snow on the 31st. Rainfall was decidedly 
below the average and sunshine slightly above the average. The highest temperature 
reached was 58°F at Killarney on the 16th. The lowest 24°F at Birr Castle on the 22nd. |

The number of Mariiages registered in the Irish Free State during the first 
quarter of 1922 was 4,746, equivalent to an annual rate of 6-0 per 1,000 of the esti- 
mated population, this rate being 0-9 above that for the corresponding quarter of 
1921, and equal to the average for the first quarter of the ten years, 1912-21. Of 
the total number of Marriages 4,465 (or 6-3 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic 
population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 281 related to persons belonging 
to all other denominations, representing 3-4 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Roman Catholics. The marriage rate among Roman Catholics is equal to, and 
that relating to all other denominations is 0-4 below the average for the first quaiter 
of the ten years 1912-21. 

It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion of 
the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in the first quarter, 
while as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less than 
that for any of the other quarters of the year. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered in the Free State (15,662) during the quarter ended 
30th June last 7,980 were boys and 7,682 girls, the total being equivalent to an 
annual rate of 19-8 per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 2-4 below the 
average for the second quarter of the preceding ten years and 0-3 below that for the 
second quarter of 1921. 


DEATHS. 


The Deaths registered during the quarter, numbering 12,531, of which 6,375 
were of males and 6,156 of females, are equivalent to an annual rate of 15-9 per 
1,000 of the population, being 1-1 under the average for the second quarter of the 
preceding decennium, but 1-4 above that for the second quarter of the year 1921.

Of the 12,531 deaths registered during the quarter, 1,106 or 8-8 per cent. were 
those of infants under one year of age; and 5,390 or 43-0 per cent. were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. ‘The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to 
71 per 1,000 births registered as compared with 78, 69, and 79 for the three preceding 
quarters. ;

Table II., page 31, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. This 
table also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from ‘Table I. 
of the Weekly Returns. It will be observed from ‘Table II. that the Birth rate relating 
to the quarter under review for the entire urban districts, which contain twenty-seven 
per cent. of the population of the Free State, was 24-3 per 1,000 of the population, 
and that the birth rate for the remainder of the Free State was 18-3 per 1,000. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas during the quarter was 17-4 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of the Free State the corresponding rate was 15-4 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during the 
quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 1-3 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death-rate from these diseases for the remainder of the Free 
State being 0-4 per 1,000 of the population. 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II., the annual rate, represented by the deaths from all 
causes registered during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eleven 
of the principal urban districts of the Free State (exclusive of deaths in public 
institutions of persons admitted from without the distiicts), was 17-7 per 1,000 of 
the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :—Clonmel, 11:8; Tralee, 12-0; Waterford, 
12-2; Sligo, 12-9; Dundalk, 14:9; Drogheda, 15-4; Galway, 16-0; Limerick, 16:8 ; 
Dublin Registration Area, 18-0; Wexford, 18-4; Cork, 20-1; and Kilkenny, 28-2. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* 
in the 12 districts was 1-4 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
three of the districts to 2:8 in Cork, the 385 deaths from all causes for that district, 
including one from enteric fever, one from typhus, 37 from measles, 10 from diph- 
theria, 5 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and 2 from influenza. 
The 74 deaths from all causes for Kilkenny include one from measles, one from 
searlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and one from diarrhoea 
and enteritis of a child under 2 years. .

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PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-87 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-75 per 1,000 ; 
and for the urban districts collectively (not including Dublin Registration Area), 
it was 2-09. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BirtuHs.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dtn Laoghaire, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended Saturday, 
Ist July, 1922, 2,885 births—1,474 boys and 1,411 girls—being equal to an annual 
rate of 27-0 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The number of births recorded for the city was 2,158, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 26-4 in every 1,000 of the population ; for the urban districts named above, 
479, equal to an annual rate of 19-2 in every 1,000 of the population ; and there 
were 248 births in institutions relating to persons admitted from localities outside 
the Dublin Registration Area. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (164) referred to localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,922, were equivalent to 
an annual rate of 18-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the average 1ate for 
the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 20-1. The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 2,086 
—1,053 males and 1,033 females—affording an annual ratio of 19-6 in every 1,000 of 
the estimated population, as compared with 21-8 per 1,000 for the second quarter of 
the ten years, 1912-1921. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the city of Dublin was 1,523, equivalent 
to a rate of 18-6 per 1,000. For the urban distiicts the number was 399, being equal 
to an annual death-rate of 16-0 in every 1,000.

From Table III., page 34, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by 
the mortality from the principal epidemic diseasest in the Dublin Registration 
Area was 1:5 per 1,000, that in the City it was 1-7, and in the urban districts 0:5, 
the rates for the several districts varying from 0-0 in Blackrock to 2-8 in South 
City, No. 1, the 214 deaths from all causes for that district including 24 from measles, 
2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 5 from diarrhcea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years of age and 4 from influenza.

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AGES.—Of the 2,086 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dubli iS- 
tration Area during the quarter, 591 were under Miho of age, aes eat 
infants under | year of age, the latter representing a rate of 118 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 57-8 in every 1,000 children at that a ge (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual 
rate of 5-5 per 1,000 persons at that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 
were equivalent to an annual rate of 6-0 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years 
being equal to an annual mortality of 16-9 per 1,000 of the population at that age 
period (according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 45 the rate was 
8-9, for those between 45 and/ 65 it was 33-6 ; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 65-4, and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death rate 
was 163-1 per 1,000. The deaths of 14 persons (one male and 13 females) aged 90 
years and upwards were registered. 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS.—Of the 2,086 deaths recorded during the quarter, 
888, or 42-6 per cent. occurred in public institutions, viz., 638 in the various hospitals, 
prisons and lunatic asylums, 242 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 8 (those of 
ag admitted from within the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union 

Torkhouse. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


_During the thirteen weeks ended Ist July, 1922, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 22-2 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate 
was 28-7 per 1,000,:and in Edinburgh 22-4 per 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during. the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 13-1 in every 1,000 of the civil population; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 15-5 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 13°8 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for thirteen weeks ended 30th June, 1922, deduced from 
the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix 
Park, was 49-5°; at Greenwich it was 54:8°; at Glasgow, 49-2°; and at Edinburgh 
48-5°, 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 4:21 inches; at 
Greenwich it was 5-24 inches; at Glasgow, 7:39 inches, and at Edinburgh, 4-04 
inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


APRIL, 1922. 


The month was decidedly cold and rather wet. The average temperature 
was from four to five degrees below the normal. At Glasnevin ground frost was 
experienced on twenty-seven nights, sleet or snow on five days, and hail on eight 
days. At Carrigoran (Co. Clare) the screen thermometer fell to freezing point or 
below on eleven days. The Wicklow mountains were covered with snow to a con- 
siderable depth on many occasions. Sunshine was about, or a little above, normal. 


May, 1922. 


With the exception of a few days at the beginning and again about the middle 


_ of the month May was characterised by high temperatures, an absence of strong 


winds and comparatively little rain. The warmth was particularly marked during 
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the last week. On the 31st several stations in Ireland had a maximum temperature 
higher than 80° F.; Glasnevin, Newcastle, Mountmellick, Foynes and Killarney 
recorded 82° F. Rainfall was below normal in most districts; the deficiency 
amounted to as much as 1°4 inches in the neighbourhood of Dublin. At Valencia 
Observatory, however, the rainfall was slightly in excess of the normal. Sunshine was 
generally in excess of the normal, but the excess in most cases did not amount to one 
hour a day. 


JUNE. 


Fine warm weather characterised the opening days, but a change to cold and 
unsettled weather set in before the middle of the month and persisted. On the 
whole temperature and sunshine were below normal. 


The rather cold and sunless weather was not accompanied by much rain. Rain- 
fall was below the average in all districts ; in the southwest of Ireland the total for 
the month was less than half the average. :

There were 234 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 37 of the total deaths registered. 


DEATHS IN Pusric INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 8,712 deaths registered 2,212, or 25-4 per cent. occurred in public 
institutions. 


UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 


The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 2,316, or 26-6 per cent. of 
the 8,712 deaths registered during the quarter, were uncertified, there having been 
no medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION. 


As returned by the Registrars the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 30th September last was 3,695.

QUARTERLY SUMMARY OF THE WEEKLY RETURNS OF BirtTHS AND DEATHS IN 
TWELVE OF THE PRINCIPAL Town Districts. 


Table II., page 53, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. This 
table also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from Table I. 
of the Weekly Returns. It will be observed from Table II that the birth rate relating 
to the quarter under review for the entire urban districts, which contain twenty-seven 
per cent. of the population of the Free State, was 24-4 per 1,000 of the population, 
and that the birth rate for the remainder of the Free State was 16-2 per 1,000. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas during the quarter was 12-6 per 1,000 of the population, and fo1 the remainder 
of the Free State the corresponding rate was 10-6 per 1,000. 


The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during the 
quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 0-8 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death-rate from these diseases for the remainder ot the Free 
State being 0-4 per 1,000 of the population. 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL ‘TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II., the annual rate, represented by the deaths from all 
causes registered during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eleven 
of the principal urban districts ot the Free State (exclusive of deaths in public 
institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 12-8 per 1,000 of 
the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :—Tralee, 7-0 ; Clonmel, 10-6 ; Dundalk, 10-7: 
Cork, 11-2; Sligo, 12-5; Dublin Registration Area, 12-6; Drogheda, 13-4: Gal- 
way, 14:5; Waterford, 15-0; Limerick, 16-1; Wextord, 17-0; and Kilkenny, 17-9. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic Giseases * 
in the 12 districts was 0-9 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
Kilkenny and Sligo to 2-1 in Wexford, the 49 deaths from all causes for that district, 
including 5 from measles, and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 
2 years. The 214 deaths from all causes for Cork include one from measles, 9 from 
diphtheria, and 9 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years.

PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-37 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1:29 per 1,000; 
and for the urban districts collectively (not including Dublin Registration Area), 
it was 1°50. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


Birtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dtn Laoghaire, the fotal number of births registered during the thirteen weeks 
ended Saturday, 30th September, 1922, was 2,961—1,500 boys and 1,461 girls— 
being equal to an annual rate of 27-7 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The births recorded for the city numbered 2,239, equivalent to an annual 
rate ot 27-4 in every 1,000 of the population ; for the urban districts named above, | 
503, equal to an annual rate of 20-1 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence, 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 219 in 
institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,742, affording 
an annual rate of 25°7 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (148) referred to localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,344, were equivalent to 
an annual rate of 12-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the average rate for 
the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 16-5. The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 1,492 
—797 males and 695 females—affording an annual ratio of 140 in every 1,000 of 
the estimated population, as compared with 17-7 per 1,000 for the third quarter of 
the ten years, 1912-1921. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants * of the city of Dublin was 1,047, equivalent 
to a rate of 12-8 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 297, being equal 
to an annual death-rate of 11-9 in every 1,000. 


The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the prin- 
cipal causes registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter (13 
weeks) ended 30th September, 1922, as compared with the average for the third 
quarter of the five years, 1917-21.

From ‘Table III., page 56, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by 
the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases | in the Dublin Registration 
Area was 0:9 per 1,000, that in the City it was 0-9, and in the urban districts 0-6, 
the rates for the several districts varying from 0-0 in Clontarf and Howth No. 1 (part 
of), Finglas and Glasnevin (part of), and Blackrock, to 1:4 for North City, No. 1 Hast, 
the 113 deaths from all causes for that district, including one from whooping-cough, 
one from diphtheria, and 9 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 
of age.

AGES.—Of the 1,492 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area during the quarter, 321 were under five years of age, including 239 
infants under 1 year of age, the latter representing a rate of 81 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 31-4 in every 1,000 children at that agé (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual 
rate of 3-4 per 1,000 persons at that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 
were equivalent to an annual rate of 6-9 pér 1,000, the total number under 25 years 
being equal to an annual mortality of 10-8 per 1,000 of the population at that age 
period (according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 45 the rate was 
8-2 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 25-3 ; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 48-3, and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death rate 
was 100-1 per 1,000. The deaths of 5 persons (one male and 4 females) aged 90 
years and upwards were registered. 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS.—Of the 1,492 deaths recorded during the quarter, 777, 
or 52-1 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 599 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums, 165 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 13 (those of 
persons admitted from within the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown 
Union Workhouse. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 30th September, 1922, the births in London 
were equivalent to a rate of 21-2 per 1,000 of the population : in Glasgow the birth- 
rate was 26-0 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 21-6 per 1,000. 

The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 8-9 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glas- 
gow the death-rate was 11-1 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 11-3 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for thirteen weeks ended 30th September, 1922, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Phoenix Park, was 54-6°; at Greenwich it was 58-5°; at Glasgow, 53-9°; and at 
Edinburgh, 53-4°. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 8-29 inches: at 
Greenwich it was 7-40 inches; at Glasgow, 8-04 inches, and at Edinburgh, 6-77 
inches. 

The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :-— 


Juny, 1922. 


In marked contrast to the conditions which prevailed during July of last year, 
the weather was cool and unsettled throughout the month. At several stations the 
thermometer never reached 70°F and minima as low as 37°F were recorded at New- 
townforbes and at Phoenix Park, Dublin. In south-west Ireland rainfall was below 
the normal for the month, but in the North of Ireland the rainfall was in excess of 
the normal. A fall amounting to 37 mm was recorded.at Mallaranny on the 25th. 
The wind varied between $.W. and N.W. throughout the greater part of the month. 


Aucust, 1922. 


The cool, unsettled conditions which prevailed during July were maintained 
throughout the greater part of August. There was a marked absence of any of those 
hot days which usually characterise August. There was an excess of rainfall and a 
lack of sunshine generally. Some unusually heavy falls of rain were recorded on the 
last few days. On the 3lst as much as 63 mm fell at Newcastle, Co. Wicklow. The 
direction of the wind was rather variable, but on the whole the westerly wind was 


predominant. 


50 ss Meteorology. : 
SEPTEMBER, 1922. 


The cool, unsettled weather which characterised July and August was also 
experienced in September. ‘There was, however, a period of comparatively fine 
weather from the 2nd to the 10th, but the only station in Ireland at which the tem- 
perature reached 70°F was Glasnevin where a maximum of 71°F was recorded on the 
5th. A minimum of 32°F was recorded at Kilkenny on the 29th. Rainfall was in 
excess of the normal and sunshine was déficient. The wind direction was variable.

During the quarter ended 3lst December last, there were registered in the Irish 
Free State, comprising 649 Registrars’ Districts, 13,823 Births, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 17-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 9,674 Deatis, afford- 
ing an annual rate of 12-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population (exclusive of British- 
military) in the middle of 1922, viz., 3,160,000 persons. 


In England and Wales for the quarter, the Births registered numbered 176,368 
being equal to an annual rate of 18-5 per 1,000 of the population, the Deaths amount- 
ing to 110,065, affording a rate of 11-5 per 1,000. —

MARRIAGES. 


The number of Marriages registered in the Irish Free State during the third 
quarter of 1922 was 3,345, equivalent to an annual rate of 4:2 per 1,000 of the esti- 
mated population, this rate being 0-6 below that for the corresponding quarter of 
1921, and 0-7 below the average for the third quarter of the ten years, 1912-21. Of 
the total number of Marriages 3,034 (or 4:3 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic 
population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 311 related to persons belonging 
to all other denominations, representing 3-8 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Roman Catholics. The marriage rate among Roman Catholics is 0-5 below, and 
that relating to all other denominations is 1-6 below the average for the third quarter 
of the ten years 1912-21. 

It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion of 
the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in‘ the first quarter, 
while as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less than 
that for any of the other quarters of the year. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered in the Free State (13,823) during the quarter ended — 
31st December last 7,071 were boys and 6,752 girls, the total being equivalent to an 
annual rate of 17-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 1-7 below the 
average for the fourth quarter of the preceding ten years and 0:1 above that for the 
fourth quarter of 1921. 


DEATHS. 


The Deaths registered during the quarter, numbering 9,674, of which 5,007 
were of males and 4,667 of females, are equivalent to an annual rate of 12-2 per 
1,000 of the population, being 3-1 under the average for the fourth quarter of the 
preceding decennium, and equal to that for the fourth quarter of the year 1921. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The following statement gives particulars regarding Deaths registered in the 
Free State from the undérmentioned causes for the fourth quarter of 1922, and for 
each of the eight preceding quarters, also averages for the fourth quarter of the five 
years, 1917-21. 
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AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 9,674 deaths registered during the quarter, 955, or 9-9 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age; and 4,256 or 44-0 per cent. were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to 
69 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 78, 71, and 54 for the three preceding 
quarters.

INQUESTS. 


There were 277 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 35 of the total deaths registered. 


DEATHS IN PuBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 9,674 deaths registered 2,194, or 22-7 per cent. occurred in public 
institutions. 


UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 


The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 2,727, or 28-2 per cent. of 
the 9,674 deaths registered during the quarter, were uncertified, there having been 
no medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION. 


As returned by the Registrars the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 31st December last was 10,202. : 


PARTICULARS OF URBAN DISTRICTS, 
INCLUDING 


QUARTERLY SUMMARY OF THE WEEKLY RETURNS OF BirTHS AND DEATHS IN 
TWELVE OF THE PRINCIPAL ‘Town Districts. 


Table II., page 75, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. ‘This 
table also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from Table T. 
of the Weekly Returns. It will be observed from ‘Table II. that the Birth rate relating 
to the quarter under review for the entire urban districts, which contain twenty-seven 
per cent. of the population of the Free State, was 21-7 per 1,000 of the population, 
and that the birth rate for the remainder of the Free State was 16-1 per 1,000. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths trom all causes for these urban 
areas during the quarter was 14:2 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of the Free State the corresponding rate was 11-6 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during the 
quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 0-8 per 1,000 of the population of the 
. urban districts, the death-rate from these diseases for the remainder of the Free 
State being 0-3 per 1,000 of the population. 


THE VEAR 1922. 


It will be seen from Table I., page 92, that the rate repres2nted by the number of 
births recorded for the entire urban districts during the year 1922 was 23-7 per 
1,000 of the population and for the rural districts 16-9 per 1,000, the total birth rate 
for the Irish Free State being 18-6 per 1,000. 

In the urban districts the death-rate from all causes was 16-5 per 1,000. In 
the remaining districts the death-rate was 13-4, the death-rate for the entire Free 
State being 14:1 per 1,000. | 

For the principal epidemic diseases in 1922, the rate in the urban districts was 
1.0 per 1,000, and in the rural districts 0-4 per 1,000, the rate for the Free State 
as a whole being 0:5 per 1,000. 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II., page 75, the annual rate, represented by the deaths from all 
causes registered during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eleven 
of the principal urban districts of the Free State (exclusive of deaths in public 
institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 14:5 per 1,000 of 


* Enteric fever, typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentery, and 
diarrhoeal diseases. 
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the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :—Tralee, 8-9 ; Drogheda, 12-2; Dundalk, 
12-5; Cork, 13-6; Dublin Registration Area, 14:2; Sligo, 14:3; Galway, 14-5; 
Clonmel, 15-3; Waterford, 16-0; Limerick, 16-9; Kilkenny, 19-8; and Wexford, 
20:5. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* 
in the 12 districts was 0-8 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
two of the districts to 3-1 in Wexford, the 59 deaths from all causes for that district 
including one from typhus, 6 from measles, one from diphtheria, and one from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. The 110 deaths from all causes for 
Waterford include 11 from measles and one from diphtheria. 


PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-24 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-15 per 1,000, 
and for the urban districts collectively (not including Dublin Registration Area) 
it was 1-39.

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 

BirTHS.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dun Laoghaire, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended Saturday, 
30th December, 1922, 2,524 births—1,296 boys and 1,228 girls—being equal to an 
annual rate of 23-6 in every 1,000 of the population. a 

The births recorded for the city numbered 1,939, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 23-7 in every 1,000 of the population ; for the urban districts named-above, 407, 
equal to an annual rate of 16°3 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence, during the 
quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 178 in institutions 
relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,346, affording an annual 
rate of 22:0 per 1,000. 

DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (150) relating to localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,519, were equivalent to 
an annual rate of 14-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the average rate for 
the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 20-2. The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 1,669— 
872 males and 797 females—affording an annual ratio of 15-6 in every 1,000 of the 
estimated population, as compared with 21-3 per 1,000 for the fourth quarter of the 
ten years, 1912-1921. 

The number of deaths of inhabitantsf of the city of Dublin was 1,188, equivalent 
to a rate of 14-5 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 331, being equal 
to an annual death-rate of 13-2 in every 1,000. 

The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the prin- 
cipal causes registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter (13 weeks) 
ended 30th December, 1922, as compared with the average for the fourth quarter of 
the five years, 1917-21.

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- From Table ITI., page 78, it will be seen that the annual rate repre 
the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* in the Dublin pres i 
Area was 0-7 per 1,000, that in the City it was 0-8, and in the urban districts 0:5 
the rates for the several districts varying from 0-0 in Clontarf and Howth No 1, 
part of, and Din Laoghaire, to 2:0 in Blackrock, the 30 deaths from all catises for 
that district including one trom enteric fever, 3 from whooping-cough, and one from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. : 


AGES.—Of the 1,669 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area during the quarter, 395 were under five years of age, including 316 
infants under 1 year of age, the latter representing a rate of 125 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 38-6 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual 
rate of 3-0 per 1,000 persons at that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 
were equivalent to an annual rate ot 5-9 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years 
being equal to an annual mortality of 11-8 per 1,000 of the population at that age 
period (according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 45 the rate was 
7-4, for those between 45 and 65 it was 28-5 ; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 58-8, and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death rate 
was 146°6 per 1,000. The deaths of 8 persons (4 males and 4 females) aged 90 years 
and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic Instrrutions.—Of the 1,669 deaths recorded during the quarter, 
770, or 46-1 per cent. occurred in public institutions, viz., 579 in the various hospitals, 
prisons and lunatic asylums, 182 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 9 (those of 
Le admitted from within the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union 

orkhouse. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 30th December, 1922, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 19-5 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate 
was 25-1 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 19-7 per 1,000. 

The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 12-0 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 14:3 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 13-1 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for thirteen weeks ended 30th December, 1922, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Phoenix Park, was 44:8°; at Greenwich it was 44:6°; at Glasgow, 441°; and at 
Edinburgh, 43-8°. 

. The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 3-09 inches; at 
Greenwich it was 4:92 inches; at Glasgow, 7:53 inches, and at Edinburgh, 5-82 
inches. 

The following information, has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, Irondon :— 


OCTOBER, 1922. 


‘The month was very dry with a rainfall of less than half the normal in the northern 
art of the Free State and only one-third of the normal in the southern counties. 
By the 28th Mallaranny (Mayo) and Markree Castle (Sligo) had had absolute droughts 
of 15 days. ‘Temperature was on the average about half a degree under normal 
in the south and normal in the north. Ground frosts occurred generally about the 
96th and on the 28th and 29th the higher parts of the Dublin and Wicklow ranges 
were snow-capped. Sunshine was slightly under normal in the Dublin neigh- 
bourhood but was above normal in the more northern counties.

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NOVEMBER, 1922. ; 


Temperature was above normal, the excess amounting to nearly 3°F. at some 
stations. A number of places reported 8 nights of ground frost and Glasnevin had 
11. The month was again very dry, notably in the south-eastern counties, where 
rivers and wells were unusually low. Rainfall was under half the normal in most 
districts and an area extending from Drogheda to Dublin was excessively dry, the 
deficiency at Dublin being 88°. Sunshine was below normal generally. 


DECEMBER, 1922. 


Temperature continued above the normal by amounts up to about 2°F. ‘The 
largest numbers of ground frosts reported were 13 at Markree Castle (Sligo) and 
9 at Birr Castle. Rainfall was almost exactly normal. The wettest day was the 
15th when the amounts at Kilkenny and at Abbeyleix were about 30 mm. Snow 
fell on three days in Sligo and in Offaly and on one or two days over a large area. 
Sunshine was everywhere somewhat deficient.

Table 1, page 92, gives separate information for the urban districts. ‘This table 
also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from able I of the 
Weekly Returns. It will be observed that the rate represented by the number of 
births recorded for the entire urban districts during the year 1922 was 23-7 per 
1,000 of the population and for the rural districts 16-9 per 1,000, the total birth rate 
for the Irish Free State being 18-6 per 1,000. 

In the urban districts the death-rate from all causes was 16:5 per 1,000. In 
the remaining districts the death-rate was 13-4, the death-rate for the entire Free 
State being 14:1 per 1,000. 

For the principal epidemic* diseases in 1922, the rate in the urban districts was 
1-0 per 1,000, and in the rural districts 0-4 per 1,000, the rate for the Free State as 
a whole being 0.5 per 1,000. | 

The infant mortality rate for the urban districts, based on the births and deaths 
of infants under: one year of age recorded for the year 1922, as returned by the 
Registrars, was 98 per 1,000 births, the rate for the rural districts being only 53 per 
1,000. In the whole of the Irish Free State the rate was equivalent to 68 per 1,000 
births registered. 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


MortTALITY FROM ALL CAusEs.—As shown in Table 1, the rate, represented by 
the deaths from all causes registered during the year in the Dublin Registration 
Area and eleven of the principal urban districts of the Free State (exclusive of 
deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
17:0 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being 
as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest :-—Tralee, 10-8 ; Clonmel, 
13:3; Sligo, 13-6; Dundalk, 14:4; Drogheda, 14:6 ; Waterford, 15:3; Galway, 
15:8 ; Dublin Registration Area, 17-0 ; Cork, 18-0 ; Limerick, 19-3 ; Wexford, 19:8 ; 
and Kilkenny, 22-4. 


PrincipaL EprEemic DIskASES.—The annual rate represented by the deaths 
from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 12 districts was 1-1 per 1,000 of the 
population, the rates varying from 0-2 in Drogheda to 1-6 in Wexford, the 228 deaths 
from all causes for that district, including one from typhus, 11 from measles, one 
from diphtheria, 5 from diarrhceal diseases, and 3 from influenza. The 1,383 deaths 
from all causes for Cork include 2 from enteric fever, one from typhus, 38 from 
measles, 42 from diphtheria, 19 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 


years of age, and 37 from influenza. 


PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The rate represented by the deaths from pul- 
monary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1:66 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1:59 per 1,000 ; 
and for the urban districts collectively (not including Dublin Registration Area), 


it was 1-79.

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BIRTHS.—The number of births registered in the Dublin Registration Area 
during the year 1922 (52 weeks), was 11,226—5,784 boys and 5,442 girls—or 26-3 
per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Registration Area, which consists 
of the city of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, - 
Blackrock, and Dtin Laoghaire. The average rate for the preceding ten years was 
26:2 per 1,000 of the mean population* of these years. 

Of the 11,226 births, 8,549 belonged to the city, affording a rate of 26-1 per 
1,000 of the estimated population, 1,838 to the urban districts named above, 
equivalent to 18-4 per 1,000, and there were 839 births of infants whose mothers 
were admitted to institutions from localities outside the Registration Area. Allow- 
ing for the exclusion of the latter, the birth rate for the entire Area in 1922 was 24:3 
per 1,000 of the population. 

Of the 11,226 births, 2,856 were registered during the first quarter, 2,885 in. 
the second, 2,96] in the third, and 2,524 in the fourth. 3 


DEATHS.—The number of deaths appertaining to the Dublin Registration 
Area during the year 1922 was 7,242, equivalent to 17-0 per 1,000 of the population 
of the Area, estimated to the middle of the year 1922. The average death-rate for 
the 10 years, 1912-21, was 20-3 per 1,000. ‘Thus the rate for last year is 3:3 per 1,000 
below the average. | 

The total number of deaths registered during the year, namely, 7,880 (4,009 
males and 3,871 females), including the deaths of 638 persons admitted to institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, is equal to 18-5 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population. The average rate for all the deaths registered during the preceding 10 
years was 21-7 per 1,000. ; 

_The rate for the city of Dublin was 17-6 per 1,000, and for the urban districts 15-0 
per 1,000. The rates for the several districtst range from 11-5 for Finglas and Glas- 
nevin, part of, to 20-1 for the district of North City No. 1, West. 

Of the 7,880 deaths in the entire Area, 2,633 were registered during the first 
quarter of the year, 2,086 in the second, 1,492 in the third, and 1,669 in the fourth, 
the weekly average being 152. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The records of last year show that the total number of deaths from the principal 
epidemic diseasest registered in the Dublin Registration Area was 512, affording 
a rate of 1:20 per 1,000 of the estimated population, as compared with 766 deaths 
and a rate of 1-87 per 1,000 for the ten years, 1911-20. See Table 2. ! 

Deaths from enteric fever numbered 11, or 23 under the average for the preceding 
10 years ; deaths from typhus, nil, the average being 4; deaths from measles, 188, 
or 45 above the average; deaths from scarlet fever, 22, or 8 below the average ; 
deaths from whooping-cough, 54, or 52 below the average ; deaths from diphtheria, 48, 
or 18 below the average; deaths from influenza, 215, or 97 below the average ; 
deaths from dysentery, 2, or 7 below the average for the preceding 10 years; deaths 
from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years ot ege amounted to 185, being 
176 below the average ; cevebro-spinal fever caused 2 deaths, being 4 below the 
average ; deaths from tuberculosis numbered 960 (pulmonary, 728, other forms, 232), 
equivalent to a rate of 2-25 per 1,000 of the population, and were 388 (or nearly 30 
per cent.) below the average for the preceding 10 years; cancer caused 497 deaths, 
or 5 under the average, the rate per 1,000 of the population being 1-16; deaths 
from pneumonia numbered 798 (broncho-pneumonia, 458, lobar, 85, and pneumonia, 
type not distinguished, 255), being 46 above the average, and affording an annual 
rate of 1-87 per 1,000 of the population ; bronchitis caused 888 deaths, or 68 below 
the average, the rate per 1,000 of the population being 2-08. 

Deaths caused by violence comprised 204 assigned to accident, 133 to homicide, 
10 to suicide and 3 to execution. In all 350 deaths were referred to violence, being 
90 above the average for the 10 years preceding.

AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 7,880 deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area duri 
2,009, or 25-5 per cent., were those of children nee 5 years of age, baa peaks 
25-7 pergent., were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, including the deaths 
of 859 persons aged 75 years and upwards, of whom 45 were stated to be nonogen- 
arians, and 2 (females) were reported to have been each aged 101 years.

5-3 ; for deaths of persons between 15 and 25 years, the rate per 1,000 in 1922 was 
6-0, the average rate for the preceding ten years being 6-6 ; among persons aged 25 
and under 45 years, the death rate in 1922 was 8-6 per 1,000 of the population at these 
ages, as against an average of 11-4 per 1,000 for the preceding ten years; the rate 
for deaths in 1922 of persons between 45 and 65 years was 29-9, as compared with 
an average of 33-0 ; deaths of persons aged 65 and under 75 in 1922 were represented 
by a rate of 64-4 per 1,000, as against an average of 69-5 ; and among persons aged 
75 years and upwards the death-rate in 1922 was 143-2 per 1,000 of the estimated 
oan the corresponding average rate for the ten preceding years being 151°8 
per 1,000. 


INFANT MORTALITY. 


Excluding 839 births and 68 deaths of infants in institutions relating to residents 
of localities situated outside the Dublin Registration Area, the infant mortality 
rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births) for the year 1922 
was 116. In 1921 it was 134, as compared with 143 in 1920, and 141 in 1919. 


In 1922, the infant mortality rate for the City of Dublin was 120 per 1,000 ; 
for Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 83 ; for Pembroke, 111; for Blackrock, 
86; and for Dun Laoghaire, 99 per 1,000. 


Basing the rate of infant mortality on the total number of births and deaths 
registered in the Dublin Registration Area, it is found that in 1922 the rate was 
113 per 1,000 births, in comparison with 129 in 1921, 138 in 1920, 135 in 1919, 148 
in 1918, and an average of 144 per 1,000 births registered during the ten years, 
1912-21. 


DEATHS IN PusBLic INSTITUTIONS.—Of the 7,880 deaths, 3,516, or 44:6 per cent 
occurred in public institutions, viz., 2,511 in the various hospitals, prisons, and 
lunatic asylums, 966 in the Dublin union workhouse, and 39 (those of persons 
admitted from the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown union workhouse. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the year 1922 the births in London were equivalent to a rate of 21-0 
per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 27:5 per 1,000, and in 
Edinburgh 21-6 per 1,000. ; 

The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 13-4 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 17:2 per 1,000 of the total population, and in 
Edinburgh the annual rate was 15°3 per 1,000. 7 :
